Another Democratic Convention,]
Prom the N. Y. Tribune.

The World, apparently speaking in the in-
teredt of onroity hotels and restanrants, pro-
poses that a convention ba held of those Damo-
orats who suffered from arbitrary arresls
during the Lincoln reign. Sach & convention
oould only be lodged and fed in New York clty,
and it wonld tax onr resonrees to the utmost,
There were arrested, without warrant or any
lawful process whaluver, other than the arb!
trary orders of the Seorelary of War, at Fort
Doneglson 15,000; at Vicksburg, 30,000, At
Chattanooga, 206,000; at Appomattox aud the
other closing arrests, eay 150,000, besides an
aggregate on other miscellangons vooasions of
about 200,000, making in all at Jeast 420 000
Deomoorats arbitrarily arrested withont war-
rant or provess during the *Linovoin
reign.’' This would amount, according to
the most carefully prepared tables of loga-
rithmg, to =ix in a bed, exolnsive of
any other vermin, for every Demoorati
couch in the State of New York, inoluding
those at Bing Sing and Auburn.  The thing is
too big. It can’t be done. 1f the intention is
to convens only those who were arrested in
Northern Btates, the question arisos, weare
Pennsylvauia, Maryland, Ohio, and Missonri
Northern States ! If so0, the arbitrary arrests
made at Gettysburg apd Antietam, in Mor-

an's raid, and in the Missouri battles, muat
@ incloded. Or js it Intended W exclude all
who fought openly in Hebel uniform, and
admit ouly the St. Albans raiders, the burners
of the New York Orphan Asylum, the agents
employed by Blackburu to introduce yellow
fover into New York, the conspirators to
resist the draft in Ohlo and Indiana, to no-
loose the prisoneérs at Camp Donglas, Chicago,
and to nssassinate President Lincoln and his
Cabinet ! 1f these arathe parties to be sum-
moned, it becomes an important question
wheather the meoting had not better be deferred
awhile. It woull be a great digconrtesy to
hold such a convention unless it could be pre-
sided over by J. Wilkes Booth, as Chairman,
with the assigtance ol Paing, Alzeroth, Snrratt,
Blackbum, aud others equally digtingaished,
ng Vice-Pregidents., So many of the=s have
reached their fnal destination, and the rest
are 20 plainly on the way, that it wonld save n
heavy expense in lights and fuel to wait till
they have all got thers. We have no desire
to be present at the convention, or to send any
of onr reporiers, DBut we venture to pradict
that, for the first time in the history of Damo-
eratic Conventions, cold water will be in lively
demand and the gnpply Wmited.
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The Civil Service-Its

‘The indignation excited by the frauds on in-
terual revenue will ba comparatively profitless

unleéss itend in a demand for more thana
mere chapge of efficers. The dismissal and
punishment of proved rascality are wall
enough 89 far as they go. They are a tribute
to the popular sense of justice which the
Government cannot safely withhold, Buot as
a fpreventive of further wrong they will
amount to little, Everybody says, of course,
that the vacant places shall be fillad by honesat
and competent men. The Secretary, donbt-
less, intends to appoint such if he can., Tha
diffionlty is that, in the present state of the
civil service, the qualifications of integrity
and capnoity are available to a very limited
extent, Other considerations override them,
Intrigne and impudence, combined with poli-
tioal support, are mighty, and usunally pre-
vail. Availability ocoupies the place of merit;
and the interests of the revenus nre introsted
to oficials taken hap-hazard, with no réason-
able assurance that the future will be better
than the past.
In thia fact we have one of the conntless
illustrations of the losses and disgrace inflioted
upon the country by its failure to organize a
civil service on a rational footing. With a
vast army of office-holders, we have, in truth,
none of the advantages which a proper or-
ganization would present, The elementary
* qualities of eficiency are absent, No training,
no test of ftness, no gradation resting on
ability and character, no provision for promo-
tion, no pledge of permanenca. How could
our civil service be better than it ia? Its
members have no established relation to the
Government; they are the temporary reqipl-
ents of salaries which a nod of the depart-
mental head may at any moment tferuunaw.
At the best, thelr positions are contingent on
the chances of party warfare. No incentiveto
special study or unusual diligence, therslore,
is afforded them. They were appointed arbi-
trarily, for reasous of which thelr superior is
ihe sole judge, and they have the ever-pre-
t conscionsness of being liable to removal
for reasons which all effort on their part may
fail to overcome. If the spyatem were de-
gigned expregsly to exclude the able, the am-
bitious, and the ensergetic, and to offer pre-
minms to inefliclency and laxity of consclence
it would probably be exactly as it s, And
so long as it shall be permitted to remain so,
we must look for its fruit in exposuras akin
to those with which the public have recently
become familinr, .
This country now stands almost alons in its
neglect of the conditions essential to an ellse-
tive service. England and Russia, parhaps,
¢ome mearest in their shortcomings, though
both bave taken stridea in advance of the
Unfted States. Fourteen years ago an offivisl
re&ort to the Boglish Government compressad
fnto a sentence a stulement which is still ap-
falitllbla here:—*''Admission to the civil service
y Indeed, sought after; but it is for the nu-
ambitious and the indolent on incapable that it
is chitfly desired.” Marked improvemsnts
have since been carried out. The principle of
competitive examination Las been adopted,
though Its benefits are kept withun narrow
oompass by the patronage which retains the
highest offives. Of Ahe aystoms that preévail in
other vountries of Europs we are informed by
the North American Reéview, the ourrént num-
ber of which has & ghort bt Ang-
egtive article on the sulject. In Prauce
he principle laid down by the first
Napoleop, ‘' that all public offices whounld
be filled by the wmost competent parsons,’”

country in the world,”" remurks the Review,
““where & system of examipation pud promo-

tion in the dispensation of its public offioss
doen not exist in thecivil service, though it
exists in our military and naval service, the
stringent disoipline and efficfency of which are
well known to all Americans."

The opposition enconntered by Mr. Jonckes
in the late Congross does not permit us to be
sanguine in the expeotation of fmmediste re-
form. The ennrmons amount of patronage
which the axisting systam confers is too valua-
ble as a partisen agenvy to be surrendered
without resistance. The party in possession
rafuge to give up the benefit of its luflaencs,
and the party out of ollive rafuse to forego
their reversionary rights, The crowd of poli
ticinng on both sides make common ocause in
defense of a system which is rendered valua-
ble for their purpores by ita defects and the
corruplion which it breeds. There will ba no
change antil the intelligence and moral prin
viple of the country protest, in more suphatic
terme than bave yel been heard, againat the
peinres of the evils which are now trocsable Lo
the civil service, I defvots and s demora-
lizing tendenoles are aguallad by its wastaful:

Whon they insist
that the machinery of government shall he
run in the Interest of the republic, and
that honest exporience nnd trisd ability shail
oarry more weight than the indorsation of
members of Congress or thesupport of “rings,’
we may hope lor the énnotment of Bomething
Itke Mr. Jenokes' Civil Service Lill.

Comments by the Tribune,
Whoever has any Eknowlsdge of human
nature, and more edpecially of pBegro naturs,
must know that the Virginia blacks wonld
most gladly and proudly have voted for the
ableat and most eminent of the Virginia
whites, if the whites, as a class, wonld Lave
let them, Dut for the ever-present horror of
being &old to some slave-trader, and sent
South to be driven in gangs in the cotton-
flelds, the Virginia slaves were a happy
peasantry—nol over-worked, for the wost part
amply though coasely fed, and loving their
liomes with a passionate devotion. A slave
was proud of his master's gocial ranlk, his
wealth, his broad domaln, whensver he conld
be, and spoke fondly of “my cattle,” “my
Lorses," ete., with an unconscions identifica-
tion of his own interests with his master’s,
We know no country with a strictly laboring
clags superior in docility or efficiency to that
of Old Virginia. All that was needed to
attach that class firmly to the political for-
tunes of her white aristocracy was simply an
earnest, hearty recognition of the freedmen's
manhood and their newly acquired political
rights.

The great mass of the whites, and especinlly
cf the former aristooracy, have chosen to refuse
that recognition. They began, directly after
Linvoln's death, by conspiring to give the
freednien barely starvation wages. They pro-
ceeded in legialating, under Johnson’s recon-
struction, to deny them the most esssntial eivil
rights, And, when Congress dictated a new
and diflerent plan of reconstruction, by which
power is based on loyalty and manhood, not
on color, they combined to resist such recon-
struotion to the bitter end. i

Such being the faots—and the Zimes sub-
stantially admits them—we ask, earnestly,
what is meant by “‘the folly and insolence of
the blacke?!” We challenge spsecifioations,
We sue for evidence. That they did not vote
to disfranchise themselves is oertain; would
not the Times have soorned and flonted them
if they had? That they sometimes made
mistakes, and distrusted where they might
wisely have reposed faith, we balleve; butisit
a wonder that—in view of the formidable con-
spiracy to erush them—they chose to vote for
the candidates who seamed most thorough-
going in defense of their rights? DProfessions
are cheap, you say; but, as betwesn the man
who offers to render me a great service
and one who puts his pistol to my hsad and
Lids me stand and deliver, can yoa blams me
for preferring the former? This may posaibly
be *folly,'" thongh we hardly see it; but how
opn it be Yinsolence P’ Dolet ng nonderstand!

The TVmos intimates that some of the whites
who volonteered to counsel and lead the
blacks are neither Solomons in wisdom nor
models of disinterested virtue. We do not
quarrel with this jondgment. We regret that
Governor Pelrpont, Judge Rives, and several
more of their stamp, were not ohosen to the
Convention, We beliave it would have bsen
better for all olasses that they had besn, Bat
do whites evince snch perfect, anerring wis-
dom in the clicive ef representatives, that
they can aflford to throw stones at blacks on
this soore ! Have nol othoers as wall as negross
sometimes given more heed to nolsy, vehe-
ment professions of deference and devotion
thau to solid but modest worth! Did the
blacks elect Audrew Johnson !

The Southern elections, partionlarly that of
Virginia, which was more warmly contested
than the others, demonstrate that there is
already a complete separiation of the two
and the acrimonions bitterness that
has been developed renders it probable that
this alienation is It will

stroction experiment proceeds much farther
on its present basis. Thersa was never per-
aps in the history of the world a great
political and social erisis which found the
men in power so unequal to the exigency.
In a conntry convalsed and rent by a great
¢ivil war, in which a sewi-barbarons popnla-
tion were suddenly released from servitude,
there were two great dangers to be guarded
against ot its close, and consequently two
great objects of national polioy which ought
to have been regarded s paramouont. One
of these objects was the early restoration
of national harmony, lest the aunimosities of
the war should become chronie; and the other
the establishment of Kindly relations bstween
the two races, thus preserving them f{rom an-
tagonism and their sections from anarchy.
Neither the desirability of these ends nor the
reality of the dangers can very well be (lis-
uted. Looking at the subject from the very
owest point of view, it was inexpedient for
the country to sustain the burdens of war in
time of psace; but large armies cannot
snfely be dispensed with g0 loug as
Southern hostility is not convertel into
friendship, nor if the two races in the Bouth
need to be restraived from mutual slaughter.

Now it is o matier of experience, which the
Southern elections put beyond demial, that,
in both resi:euts, the danger has been aggra-
vated by the Republican party, As a direoct
vongeuence of the Reconstruction policy, the
South is less reconciled to the North, and the
negroes inflnitely more jealous of the whites,
than at the close of the war. The Sonthern

whites have been provoked to sulky stubbora.

ness, and the negroes stirred up to a piteh of
seditions insolence whiclh wonlx never be tola.
rated in the North, and is borne by the Sonth
ouly becanse the Soulhh is under the heel of
a wilitary despotism. If we could hops that
this nnfortunate state of Sopthern fesling was
Lut 4 temporary stage in the progress towands
golid and durable tranguillity, it might per-
haps be borme. But nothing is more cer-
tain than that, if the Republican policy
1% persisted in, matters will grow worse and
worse. It is the necessary consequence of
the reconstrootion scheme to widen the
bréach between the two races, and to accels-
rate the relapse of the Southern whites into
the bitterness of the old alienation. This will
follow from the operation of human naturs in
the circomstances of the parties. If you put
& beggar on horssback, he will pretty surely,
aceording to the proverb, ride to the devil. If
you suddenly elevate an fuferior race from
abject servitude to domfpeering authority,
tla.-,_y wonld under any circumstances abuse
their power; much more when they are stimn-
lated and set on by an arrogant politival party,
aoting at a distance, and seekiong to prolit by
their hostility to the subjogated whites, That
the existing fends will be constantly strength-
ened and intensifled mugt be avident to avery
cepsiderate man who will attend to the negro
points of view,

That the negroes can shape mntlors as they
pluum-L follows from the faot that they are an
overwhelming majority of the party whioh
will control the Btate Governments. What
they will please to do can aasily be pradioted
from the views they take of their rights. The
whale proparty of the SBoutl they regard as
equitably theirs; and they can support the
olaim by arguments specious enough to con-
vinos themeelves, The rensoning is this—
Property 18 the oreation of labor, and belongs
of right to those who produce it. The
:llt:’%ﬂ::!ar‘l:! nln‘;':-u, tolled without compensis-

e the property which existed in
the Houth at the beglnuingyof the late war, If
any part of it justly belonged to the white rae,
wa' equandered more than their ghare upon
thelr armies, and the negross way falrly olaim
the residue as the accumulated wages of
uncowpeneated toll.  This view springs up so
nuturally, sud will diffuse jteell g0 sasily in
the negro mind, that it will ba the eardinal
iden of the negro polivy. As soon 8% Lhe new
Btate Governments are organized the negross
will control every Legislature, aud plander and

agrarikniam, under the name of reclamations
for past robbery, will be tha chief objeot of
their polioy.

There are varfons ways In which a legisla-
ture under nagro coutrol could begin their at-
tacka npon property. One of the most obvious
and easiest is throngh the power of taxation,
The negroes own no property, and by laying
the Btate taxes entirely oun property thay
would escapoe all the buardens of the. Stats
Governments, As they wonld not ahare the
burdens, nll motives to economy wonld ba re-
woved. I'rofase expenditarey would be made

for rohools, to which all vegro ohildren and |

youth would bo admitted, and ag a conse-
uencs the spirit of casta wonld Jesap out the
whites. The snme would be tras of hospitals
and asylume for the ipssps, the iofirm, the
aged, the indigent; for orphans, widows, and
even laborers out of employment. A militia
would beoyganized efficient enough to etnable
the negroes to maintain thelr ground agaiost
the whitea. This militia would be paid for
the time spent in drills and parndes; and their
armd, accontrements, and uniforms would be
pald for out of the Htate treasuries, and bes
often changed or repewsd, Taxes vould be
made so high a2 to equal the ordinary inoome

on the property taxed, and when it had thas |

become valneless, it would be exposed to sale
for the taxes, and Anding no buyers it wonld
he forfelted to the State and flually appor-
tioned eut to tha negroes nnder gome sort of
an sgrarvien law, In this manuer the negrops
gonld in five years noquire all the landed
proyerty in the Stutes of which they hold
""]lt.r"!-

We have sketched what wonld bae the natu-
ral progress of the negro suflraga experiment,
Ir the white people of the Sonth shonld sub-
mit, But certain it is that they would not
permit the experiment to reach its natural
termination without uprisings to resist it,
Defore it had proceeded far, the Soulh wonlil
be o wide theatre of violenee and blood, or
glse it would require a Federal army of half a
million to keap the peace. But the North will
refuse to snpport snch amnoies, and the tinal
upshot will ba that the Federal Government,
alter having whetted the appelite for ven-
goeance, will leave the two races to wreak it on
each other, when the negroes will be slaugh-
tered with as little compunotion or remorss as
if they were hards of wolves.

We supplicate candid men to weigh these

probabilities; and explain to themselves, if |

they can, how ¢alamities zo Lideous are 1o be
Is it mot true that the Reconstroo-
tion scheme has, thus far, produced nothing
but division sud Litternest? Iz it ool gertain
that, if pushed through with a Ligh haund, it
will lncrense the expsperation? Does [t nob
plainly follow that the ouly security for peace
in the South is an iocrense of the military
force ! And when an overburdensd peopla
shall refuge to be taxed for this purpose, and
the armies are withdrown and disbanded, and
pent-up vengeance is let loose, its desolating
effects will cavse the negroes to rue the day
when they fell into the hands of the radicals.
If Congress pergigts in this mad experiment,
the condition of the South will bs very much
worse than it is now before it is better,
